THRIFE RULING OW PULP 


FINE FOR ALLEGED UNDERVAL- 
UATION REDUCED ONE-HALF. 





After Standing Over Three Years 
Another “ Final’’ Decision, Remit- 
ting Half the Penalty, Has Been 
Handed Down in the Helwig Case. 


\ somewhat illogical and singularly 
strange decision has been handed down 
by the Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton, in the case of the customs authori- 
ties against Rudolf Helwig, New York, 
agent of the Waldhof Sulphite Pulp 
Company. 

The case has to do with alleged under- 
valuations of invoices of bleached fibre 
imported in 1895. It will be remembered 
that the local- appraisers advanced the val- 
ues considerably and imposed a heavy 
fine. An appeal was taken to the Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury, asking jor 
a remission of the penalty. In January, 
1897, the application was denied, and it 
was decided that Mr. Helwig would have 
to pay about $9,000. Mr. Helwig again 
protested. 

By the recent decision of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, the fine has been cut in 
hall, so that now it only amounts to $4,533.

In reply he 
sent an order for about $1,000 worth of 
paper. President John A. Hall asked for 
references. Ruffhead wrote back that he 
vould offer in part payment a note of the 
Royal Chemical Company for $580, adding 
“whose credit rating you can find in Dun’s 
and Bradstreet’s.”” The goods were shipped 
but the note went to protest, and has not 
yet been paid. 

Dr. Ullman said to a reporter for this pa- 
per: “The men composing this Royal 
Chemical Company, Incorporated, are a 
gang of swindlers. They have been trad- 
ing upon my mercantile credit. They 
have a number of places which in the notes 
are set forth as the ‘New York office of the 
company,’ where, upon inyestigation, they 
are unknown. In several cases it has 
turned out that these were simply the of- 
fices of the particular floaters of the paper. 
I have appealed to the authorities at Tren- 
ton to revoke their charter upon the 
ground of their having failed to comply 
with the requirements of the law, but have 
been unable to get any satisfaction there. 

“I recently received two letters, one 
from the Traders Paper Company, Lock- 
port, N. Y., dated June 27, 1808, stating 
that it had been offered my concern’s note 
in payment, dated June 22, 1808, payable in 
four months to the order of Charles P. 
Cadman for $719.83; the other from M. W. 
Mowray & Sons, dated June 29, 1808, stat- 
ing that Charles P. Cadman had ordered 12 
tons of strawboard from them, and claimed 
that he held the note of my concern for 
$492.18, date Jersey City, N. J., June 23, 
1898, payable in four months, and that he 
would indorse this note and send it to them 
in payment for the goods, These are two 
recent instances of their swindling opera- 
tions. Of course neither my concern nor I 
had anything to do with either note. They 
were not even worth the paper they were 
written on.” 

Members of the trade, lawyers, and rep- 
resentatives of THe JOURNAL, have repeat- 
edly called at the office of Charles P. Cad- 
man, in the St. Paul Building, and have 
failed to find that gentleman there. 

W. H. Ruffhead was called on at his 
office, 19 Park place, by two representatives 

f Toe Journar, and Mr. Ruffhead said 
he knew both the Royal Chemical com- 
panies, The one whose note he gave to the 
Union Mills Paper Manufacturing Com- 
pany, he said, manufactured face powders, 

c., but he did not know where its fac- 
tory was, or even where its office was. He 
said he had sold goods to the company, and, 
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although he knew nothing of the concern, 
had taken its notes in payment. Some of 
the notes had been paid. Some had not. 
The one given to the Union Mills Com- 
pany had not and was now four weeks past 
due. It was for $540, and covered all the 
goods he had ordered from Mr. Hall. If 
the Royal Chemical Company did not pay 
the note he (Ruffhead) would. The only 
one in the Royal Chemical Company, in- 
corporated, whom he knew was O’Brien. 
He did business with him, but did not 
know where O’Brien’s office was, or where 
he was to be found. 

Oh! he comes in here to 
buy goods of me. He denied that he knew 
that the Royal Chemical Company, incor- 
porated, was organized to carry on a swin- 
dling business, but when the names of vari- 
ous men, who have handled the company’s 
paper, were mentioned, he said he knew

Horace G. Stripe, one of the incorpora- 
tors of the Royal Chemical Company, 
stated to a representative of this paper that 
he now had nothing to do with the com- 
pany. He said that in December, 1897, he 
owned all the stock of the company and at 
that time sold it to W. H. Ruffhead for 
$250 cash, he having been introduced to 
Ruffhead by Charles P. Cadman.

WATERTOWN, N. Y., August 18, 1898. 

The paper mills of the lower part of 
Black River’Valley were paralyzed much 
of the time Tuesday. The trouble was 
caused by a sudden and unlooked-for fall 
in the river that left it everywhere below 
the dam a mere succession of stagnant 
pools, without life or movement. This 
state of affairs began late in the morning 
and lasted until well into the evening. As 
a result some of the mills, from the David- 
son Marble Works through the entire 
length of the river, were totally shut 
down, while those which possessed the 
saving grace of steam power had to util- 
ize it for all it was woorth to keep running 
at all. Such concerns as the, Bagiey & 
Sewall Company, Knowlton Brothers and 
the Brake Works were enabled, through 
steam power, to run. In the various pa- 
per mills, where the paper machines are 
run by steam, it was possible to keep the 
machines running, but the wood pulp 
plants of these mills had to shut down 
until the river rose. The water in the 
river fell 5%4 feet between noon and 1 
o'clock, and during the afternoon alter- 
nately rose a little and lowered. The 
manufacturers were mystified and fre- 
quent trips were taken up the river to as- 
certain the cause of the difficulty. 
Toward night the situation gradually 
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grew better and the river filled up slowly. 
To-day the stream is ail right. The rea- 
son for the eccentric behavior of the river 
proves to be simple enough. It is report- 
ed to be due to the action of a Black 
River manufacturer, who drew the water 
off from his mill pond, and then proceed- 
ed to put up all his flash boards, and the 
river below ran dry until the 
above filled up sufficiently to fill his pond 
and flow again dam. In the 
meantime everything below him suffered. 
The unfortunates wonder why he didn’t 
take Saturday night for his job. 

At 4 Friday afternoon, during the thun- 
der storm, a bolt struck the brick tower 
of the Ontario mill at Glen Park. A hole 
about a foot in diameter was knocked in 
the side of the structure.

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Temperature of the Drying Oven. 





Considerable importance is generally at- 
tached to the subject of the method in 
which samples of moist wood pulp, or of 
other chemicals employed for paper mak- 
ing, are dried, in order to deprive them of 
every particle of moisture before the ac- 
tual material is de- 
termined on the scales. It is often stip- 
ulated in the contract that the substance 
to be dried shall be placed in a hot water 
oven and exposed to a temperature of 212° 
F. As a matter of fact, the ordinary oven 
employed for this duty will never give 
heat enough in the interior to cause the 
temperature of any material put there to 
reach 212° F. The oven used in most pa- 
per mills consists of a double-cased cop- 


weight of bone dry 
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per receptacle of square or rectangular 
shape in which the heat is created by water 
boiling in the outer jacket. A small cir- 
cular inlet fixed to the door permits a 
certain amount of regulation with respect 
to the quantity of air passing through the 
oven. 

The temperature which may be obtained 
in this form of drying apparatus under 
these conditions varies from 200° F. to 
208° F. If the water in the outer casing 
boils freely, and the steam is allowed to 
escape readily from the exit in the top of 
the oven, then the heat of the metal in ac- 
tual contact with the boiling water will 
practically be the same as that of the water 
and steam. 

It does not always follow that the tem- 
perature of the water and of the internal 
metal casing of the oven will be 212° F. 
The state of the atmosphere will raise or 
lower this degree to some small extent. 
With a low reading on the barometer the 
water will boil at a lesser temperature, and 
vice versa, when the atmospheric pressure 
is above the normal, the temperature will 
be higher. For instance, the boiling point 
of water at a barometer pressure of 28% 
inches is only 209.5° F.; at 29 inches the 
temperature rises to 210.5° F.; while it re- 
quires a pressure of 30 inches to give the 
maximum 212° F. 

This is one of the factors which have to 
be taken into consideration in seeking to 
discover the conditions which regulate the 
temperature of the drying oven. 


Now the apparatus is generally so ar- 
ranged as to permit of the control of the 
air entering and leaving the drying cham- 
ber. This is effected by means of a cir- 
cular adjustable shutter fixed to the door. 
It is hardly necessary to point out that the 
continual passage of air is an_ essential 
feature of quick and thorough drying. If 
the moist pulp were placed in an oven 
which was almost air tight when closed up, 
then even after twenty-four hours’ expos- 
ure to the heat the loss of weight due to 
evaporated moisture would be practically 
nil. The true rationale of the oven is this 
—the heat of the oven is first mainly con- 
sumed in raising the temperature of the 
sample to that of the air contained therein, 
the air becomes more or less saturated 
with the moisture evaporated from the 
pulp, and, unless continuously removed, 
ceases to absorb water from the exposed 
sample. Thus the necessity for a constant 
current of fresh air is easily accounted for. 

On the other hand, the admission of too 


much fresh air is an evil equally to be 
avoided. With an oven of a certain ca- 
pacity, containing a given internal area of 
heated surface produced by the boiling 
water in the outer casing, the temperature 
of the air inside is determined by the quan- 
tity of air passing through and the con- 
ducting power of the internal copper sur-

of air admitted per hour, anyone can read- 
ily measure the effects produced, and see 
for themselves the importance of reducing 
the air admission to the smallest limits 
consistent with proper and efficient dry- 
ing. It follows from these considerations 
that the greatest heat which could reason- 
ably be expected under circumstances al- 
ready referred to might not exceed 204 
F. or 208° F. Probably in the majority 
of cases the former temperature would be 
found on examination of the apparatus by 
means of a thermometer. The attainment 
of the maximum temperature allowed by 
contract for the drying of moist wood pulp 
cannot be looked for with an oven heated 
in the way described; where the water is 
brought to the boiling point, and the steam 
allowed to escape freely. In order to raise 
the average heat of the internal chamber 
from 204° F. or 208° F. to a temperature 
nearer 212° F., the heat of the metal cas- 
ing must be increased, or, in other words, 
the temperature of the boiling water. This 
change may be affected by throttling the 
steam to a greater or lesser extent. Thus, 
if the steam exit be decreased in area, so 
that the steam escapes in the form of a jet, 
the pressure on the boiling water is par- 
tially increased, with the result that, in ac- 
cordance with the law connecting tempera- 
ture of boiling liquids and pressure, the 
temperature is increased, and consequently 
also the temperature of the air in the oven. 
One of the most convenient methods for 
accomplishing this end is to insert an or- 
dinary cork, bored to receive a long glass 
tube drawn out to a point at its upper ex- 
tremity, in the usual steam exit on the top 
of the oven. 

Some such device as this, or others of a 
different nature, each having as its object 
the ultimate increase of temperature in the 
water placed in the outer casing of the 
oven, will probably suggest itself to those 
manipulation of such 
an important and essential apparatus for 
testing materials used in the manufacture 
of paper.—World’s Paper Trade Review.

PROPOSED CHEMICAL COMBINE. 


Those Who May Be Interested Refuse 


to Talk. 


For a number of days a rumor has been 
current in the chemical trade that the 
chemical manufacturers were endeavoring 
to reach an understanding in regard to 
establishing a uniformity of and increas- 
ing prices. This rumor has already found 
its way into the public prints, but it still 
remains unconfirmed by any of those firms 
which are supposed to be “the head and 
front” of the movement, or by any of the 
concerns which would be most likely to be 
interested, and without whose co-operation 
or abetment such a scheme, if successfully 
launched,. would prove ineffective and 
abortive in the end. 

A representative of Tue Paper TRADE 
JournaL, who this week made the rounds 
of the chemical trade with a view to se- 
curing a confirmation of the truth of this 
rumor, was unable to get even the cate- 
gorical answer of “Yes,” or “No,” or any 
reply implying assent to an hypothecated 
question, which included the possibility of 
the existence of such a movement. The 
usual answers returned to his interroga- 
tories were: “We do not know anything 
about it,” or “We would like to know 
something in regard to it ourselves,” or 
“We have heard about such a thing,” or 
“Such a scheme has been talked about in 
the papers for the last ten years,” etc. In 
other quarters, however, while the fact that 
a movement of the kind was on foot was 
not admitted, to such questions as “If 
such and so were not true,” the replies 
might be “We do not admit nor deny it,” 
or “You should see Mr. , and he is 
out of town.” In fact, there was a constant 
hedging all along the line, and the greatest 
display of “knownothingism” upon the 
subject throughout the trade as there has 
not probably been since the days of the 
“Know Nothing” party of political fame. 
There was an evident mutual understand- 
ing among the mannfacturers not to talk, 
and talk they wouldn't and talk they didn’t, 
but arguing that if the rumor had no 
foundation in fact, there would be no hesi- 
tation on the part of manufacturers in de- 
nying it. The facts, on the other hand, 
that neither an affirmation or a negation 
was not forthcoming and that all manner 
of hedging was indulged in, may be con- 
sidered, under the circumstances, as circum- 
stantial evidence or at least a tacit admis- 
sion that such a thing as the formation of 
some sort of an organization or the initia- 
tion of an entente cordiale is undergonig 
discussion. 

Enough general information has been 
gathered to state with absolute positiveness 
that a scheme to unite the chemical manu- 
facturers is being debated and is well pro- 
gressed, but it is not so easy to say how far 
it has progressed or what its scope is to be. 

One asserts that the perfected organiza- 
tion will include the large manufacturers 
only; another that it will include the small 
manufacturers as well, while the statements 
also are made first that the firms which 
constitute the members of the prospective 
organization, are all located in New York 
and Brooklyn, and, second, that they are 
located throughout the East, and that those 
located in Philadelphia and Pittsburg, Pa., 
Cleveland, Ohio, and in other cities in the 
West are looked at with a longing eye by 
the prime movers in the enterprise. The 
prime movers are said to be the Nichols 
Chemical Company, the M. Kalbfleisch 
Chemical Company, James L. Morgan & 
Co., and the Grasselli Chemical Company, 
but one gentleman, who is represented as 
having been invited to join the combina- 
tion, is quoted as saying that the efforts of 
the quartette have so far met with rather 
doubtful success in certain directions, al- 
though meetings and conferences covering 
a period of two or three weeks have been 
held almost daily in New York. It seems 
as near as can be ascertained that the local 
concerns are more in favor of coming to 
an understanding than others at a distance, 
and that the farther away from New York

Chemical Patents in England. 





The announcement in our Liverpool let- 
ter this week that the decision in the suit 
of the Castner-Kellner Company and the 
Commercial Development Corporation had 
been favorable to the plaintiffs is received 
with considerable interest by the trade 
here, in view of a possible influence upon 
the industry in this country. The suit was 
based upon an alleged infringement of the 
Kellner patents by the Rhodin process, 
which the defendants employed. We are 
without sufficient details to enable us to 
judge of the full value of the decision, the 
trade here not being advised as to the 
features which constitute the infringement. 
There is an understanding, however, that 
the decision sustains the Kellner patents to 
an extent which may lead to litigation with 
other processes, and in this way may have 
a bearing in this country. In Great Brit- 
ain the Castner and Kellner patents are 
owned and operated under a single com- 
pany, the formation of which was intended 
to forestall litigation involving the merits 
of the two patents, so that the question of 
priority has never been legally established 
In this country they are operated by differ- 
ent concerns, and there has always been 
some doubt as to whether there might not 
be a contest over what are deemed to be 
certain conflicting features of the two: pat 
ents. Should the decision in the Kellner- 
Rhodin suit prove to broadly sustain the 
Keilner patent, it is within the possibilities 
that the company controlling that process 
here will institute suits wherever infringe- 
ments are deemed to exist. This does not 
necessarily involve those who are operat- 
ing the. Castner process, the infringing 
features of which, if there be any, might 
not be established by a decision which in- 
volved only the Rhodin claims, but there 
are alleged to be other works operating 
here or preparing for operation, which «™ 
ploy a more directly infringing process.

I never went 

to a paper mill in my life that I did not 

some point where waste occurred 

which might have been entirely, or at least 

to a considerable degree, prevented by 
iferent management. 

I wish to state first, however, that what 
I say regarding waste should be taken 
with a view to the surroundings. If we 
listen to the physicians one of them will 
tell us “that a certain article of food is 
not fit to eat.” Another M.D. will inform 
us “that some other article should be let 
alone.” If we approach them all and ask 
their opinions, we will find every article 
of food is condemned by some one of 
their number. It is much the same in pa- 
per mills; if we sum up the waste of all 
the mills we will find that everything is 
wasted, and that no profit is made or can 
be made in the manufacture of paper. 
Perhaps this is about right, too, when we 
come to think of the prices at which man- 
ufactured paper has been selling during 
the past few years. 

To begin with, there are three great va- 
rieties of waste in paper manufacturing. 
There is a waste of energy, of stock, and 
of time, and a good deal of the first oc- 
curs in running after new things where- 
with to tempt the market. Every mill man 
has at some time or other tried to work 
out a specialty which he or no other man- 
ufacturer can make, and which every con- 
sumer will be eager to buy. 

Against this waste—and it is only a 
waste when it is unsuccessful—may be 
charged up the loss which occurs from 
keeping in a rut, in always making the 
same thing, which perhaps everybody else 
makes, and trying to make it cheaper than 
anybody else, so as to improve the market 
in that manner—this causes one of the 
worst wastes of energy the paper mill 
man has to contend with. 

\nother waste is in trying every new 
‘jim crack” of a machine or method which 
comes along; usually they are thrown out 
the next month. There is also a waste in 
the opposite direction from this by using 
the old machines after their usefulness is 
gone. When a new machine or method is 
brought out which proves itself valuable 
the paper mill man should adopt it at 
once, but he should not always run the 
risk of experimenting with new machines. 
The United States Government is pretty 
conservative in this direction. It will not 
adopt or use a boiler or any machine until 
it has been tried and proved somewhere 
else. The critic might say, “Unless some- 
body tried his machine the paper-making 
business would never advance.” This is 
true. The machine should be tried, but 
the inventor and not the buyer should 
bear the cost of making that trial, just as 
surely as he should bear the cost of mak- 
ing the machine itself. 

Another waste is in buying the stock— 
sometimes an inferior grade is bought 
wherewith to manufacture a certain line of 
paper. On the other hand, too good stock 
is sometimes used. This latter form of 
waste is seldom met with. The great ten- 
dency of all paper mill men is to use an 
vicrior grade of stock that they can well 
attord. There is a direct progression in 
the line of getting good paper out of poor 

k, and this calls for the best and most 

proved machinery and high grade of 
S on the part of the operator.

eration the fibres are ground too short be- 
fore the larger pieces are reduced to the 


proper length. In the duster there is 
waste, and lots of it. The rags are 
handled so severely that thousands of 


| pounds of lint are formed during the year. 


A good deal of this comes off with the 
dust. Some of it may be saved and used 
in an inferior grade of paper. 

Bleaching furnishes another example of 
waste—of stock, of time and of chemi- 
cals. Hundreds of pounds of lime are 
uselessly consumed, and in the drainer 
room sometimes one-half the total amount 
of bleach used goes into the raceway. 

In the beating room the waste of stock 
occurs as already remarked. From this 
point all the way to the finishing room 
waste occurs in the loss of stock right 
straight through, to say nothing of the 
loss of time and of the endless wear of the 
machinery. 

I was in one mill not long ago where 2 
per cent.—yes, 3 per cent.—of all the pa- 
per they made was wasted. They were 
making 100-inch web, and 3 inches of 
this was cut off by the slitters; 114 inches 
on each side of the machine is too much. 
They would not think of taking 3 per 
cent. of their rolls back into the beating 
room, but this was just what the matter 
amounted to where the wide margin was 
being run. In another mill, which formed 
quite a contrast to the one described, they 
trimmed off less than one-half inch, with 
one-eighth to one-fourth inch to trim on 
each side of the web. Sometimes when 
an engine of soft stuff came down the 
sheet would draw in so that there would 
be nothing to trim; then the machine ten- 
der simply went down to the wire and 
widened the sheet a little. After that en- 
gine of stock had gone and the sheet wi- 
dened out again the machine tender would 
make another adjustment, so as to bring 
the trimming within the prescribed limits. 
There is a good deal of difference between 
wasting 3 per cent. and wasting one-half of 
I per cent. of the manufactured powder. 

It may be interesting to follow this line 
of reasoning back to the beginning ana 
see what the exact cost was in sending 
3 inches of the trimmings back to the 
beating engine. I am not going to tell 
much about the waste in the finishing 
room, or of the waste in transit from man- 
ufacturer to consumer. Neither wil! I 
touch upon the waste occasioned in sell- 
ing. Of course, the drummer does his 
share of getting away with the profit, then 
the jobber takes an inning, and if this is 
not enough some other middleman or 
agent comes in for a share of the profits. 

I wish to speak somewhat at length 
upon the waste in the mechanical part of 
paper making. Every pound of paper 
made means an expenditure of a certain 
number of pounds of energy. This energy 
must be bought by the manufacturer. He 
can buy it in the form of coal and in the 
shape of water. If in the latter form, the 
cost is principally for dams, water wheels 
and other hydraulic machinery; but there 
is waste of water power whenever any of 
the liquid leaks through the dam or runs 
past the water wheel without doing useful 
work. 

Only last week I walked for several 
miles down a stream on which half a dozen 
mills were situated. The waste of water 
in this stream had been reduced to a mini- 
mum. Evidently hydraulic engineering 
was studied for all it was worth by the 
owners and users of these mills. I do not 
think that.a cubic inch of water was 
wasted in the whole stream. As it was a 
holiday and none of the mills were run- 
ning, the bed of the stream was perfectly 
dry. Every pound of water was retained 
by the dams, which goes to say that they 
must be kept in most excellent condition. 
Here was a case where one waste was 
closely looked after. 

Any mill man can do this, and the 
money expended for this work will be a 
well-paying investment. If he runs by 
steam there is just as much, and perhaps 
more, to save in the motive power depart- 
ment. Some steam engines will furnish 
power with 12 or 13 pounds of water per 
hour, while other appliances frequently 
found in paper mills use from 400 to 600 
pounds of water for every horse-power 
generated in them! These are extremes, 
but they are also facts. 

Another great loss is the transmission 
of power after it has been generated. In 
some mills one-half the total number of 
horse-power received at the water wheel 
is consumed before the machines are 
reached. A single pair of gears often con- 
sume 40 to 50 horse-power in transmitting 
300 or 400 horse-power through them. The 
line shaft, heavy and slow running, will 
eat up power enough to run several beat- 
ing engines on the hardest kind of stock. 
One more source of waste and I will take 
a more cheerful subject—that waste lies 
with the superintendent; he can make or 


break owners and mills. He must have 
the highest mechanical skill as well as the 
best instinct, so that all these wastes will 
be reduced to the lowest possible terms. 
With a first-class superintendent, most of 
the leakage by waste can be stopped ana 
in no other way can it be kept within 
bounds. I do not wish JouRNAL readers 
to think that all these wastes are visible in 
some of the mills which I visited; they are 
not: Very few mills have more than one 
or two of them, but in every mill I can 
point out some little point where the loss 
occurs, which the superintendent has over- 
looked, or has not been able to do away 
with. In more than one mill, I am sorry 
to say, the wasteful points far outweigh the 
good ones. The mill which makes the 
most money to-day is the one which 
wastes the least.

APPLETON, Wis., August 16, 1898. 

Now that the war is over manufacturers 
generally are wearing a very cheerful as- 
pect, and are predicting all kinds of good 
things in a trade way. They seem to be 
justified in their anticipations. Though it 
is probably too soon for the closing of hos- 
tilities to have had much effect, manufac- 
turers report, that the book trade, which 
has been in the last stages of exhaustion 
for many weeks past, is at last past the 
critical point, and is on the gain, with 
prospects of an early complete recovery. 
Orders have not yet commenced to flow 
in, but inquiries are much more numerous 
and the outlook seems to. be particularly 
good. Another meeting of the Western 
Book Paper Makers’ Association is being 
held to-day in Chicago. It is expected that 
the principal business considered will be 
the matter of deciding whether it is advis- 
able to make another shutdown of the 
book mills this month. The effects of last 
month’s shutdown will be canvassed and 
future action based upon it. It is thought 
that no further shutdown will be ordered. 
The market for flat papers is reported to 
be fairly good, and product is moving 
quite freely. The print market is not as 
strong as formerly, but it is thought that 
no sales have been made at a price less 
than 2 cents at the mill. 

The signing of the peace protocol was 
| heralded in Neenah and Menasha by the 
| breaking loose of all the mill whistles and 
church and alarm bells, and the firing of 
guns, crackers, etc., the din being posi- 
tively deafening for half an hour. It was 
less than four months ago that the inaugu- 
ration of hostilities was attended by just 
such a popular demonstration as is now 
given at their close. Appleton institutions 
remained quiet this time. 

Mr. Barton, of the Rice, Barton & Fales 
Machine and Iron Company, of Worcester, 
is in Menasha, conferring with the propri- 
etors of the Wisconsin River Pulp and Pa- 
per Company’s mill with respect to the pa- 
per machines that are to be ordered for the 
new mill. The specifications have not yet 
been fully decided upon. It is expected 
that the pulp mill of the Wisconsin River 
concern will be in operation to-morrow. 
None of the pulp-making machinery was 
damaged in the recent fire with the excep- 
tion of the wet machines. These were lo- 
cated in the beater room of the paper mill, 
the stock being pumped to them from the 
pulp mill, and when the beater room build- 
ing was destroyed they went with it. Three 
new machines have been furnished by the 
Appleton Maching Company. The job of 
rebuilding the burnt portions of the mill is 
well under way. 

The new mill of the Wisconsin Tissue 
Paper Company, in Appleton, is rapidly 
taking form, under the efforts of the con- 
tractors, O’Keefe & Orbison, who are also 
the architects. The stone foundations of 
the main and boiler house buildings are 
completed, and the brickwork of the first 
story is just about finished. A great amount 
of rock excavation is being done all about 
the mill site with the idea of improving the 
water power. The water wheels have ar- 
rived and will soon be placed in position. 
A number of sidetracks are being put in 
about the buildings, resting upon trestle- 
work in the stream. The mill is to be 
equipped with a supplemental steam power 
plant. 

Cc. B. Pride has lately returned from 
Ypsilanti, Mich., where he took a contract 
for furnishing the plans and specifications 
and doing the superintendence of a radical 
improvement to be made to the plant of 
the Ypsilanti Paper Company. The mill is 
to be modernized in all particulars, and a 
new sulphite plant is to be added. The 
buildings will be built higher, and most of 
the machinery will be taken out and re- 
placed by later patterns. The present’sul- 
phite plant is one. of the pioneer institu- 
tions of its kind in the West, and is small 
and out of date. A modern 15-ton plant 
is to be put in in its stead. The plans will 
be prepared at once and work gotten start- 








ed, so that it is hoped that the mill may be 
running before the end of the year. The 
product will be fibre manilla and related 
specialties. 

It is reported that Frank Russell, of 
Neenah, has acquired an interest in the 
mill of the Park Falls Paper Company. 
Your correspondent has been unable to see 
Mr. Russell personally and cannot therefore 
confirm the report. Negotiations have been 
going on for some time, however, with 
this end in view, the intention being for 
Henry Sherry, of Neenah, to acquire the 
remaining interest. The company was 
forced to make an assignment by the fail- 
ure of Henry Sherry, and it is understood 
that an effort has been going on to buy up 
the claims against the concern and get it 
out from under the assignee. 

The movement for the building of the 
proposed great dam across the Wisconsin 
River, at Grand Rapids, by the Consoli- 
dated Water Power Company, has been 
going on steadily, a number of properties 
needed having been acquired, and it was 
hoped that the dam might be built this 
year. It is now feared, however, that it 
will not be possible to get matters closed 
up in time, and the construction work 
will have to go over until next season. The 
dam will be the largest on the Wisconsin 
River. It will give a 30-foot head, with an 
estimated 12,000 horse-power, and will cost 
about $30,000. 

The Milwaukee Typothete has its 
twelfth annual convention August 23-26. 
A souvenir book has just been issued for 
the delegates and friends expected to be 
present. It is very richly printed and 


bound, and is illustrated by a quantity of 


fine half-tones. The special interest taken 
hereabouts in the volume comes from the 
fact that the paper supplied for the book 
was made by the Gilbert Paper Company, 
of Menasha.

Originally the Huffman Publishing 
Company, owning the News and Times, 
afternoon and morning newspapers, also 
The Weekly Times-News, had an invest- 
ment bordering closely upon $100,000. But 
the investment did not prove profitable. 

Those girls who left the Ohio Paper 
Bag mills, owned by the Tytus-Gardner 
Company, of Middletown, on a strike for 
higher wages, returned to work: in double- 
quick time. Perhaps the pressure brought 
to bear was an advertisement to which 210 
girls readily responded. 

Herbert . Hengstler, employed in the 
office of the Tytus-Gardner Paper Com- 
pany, at Middletown, has been notified by 
telegram that he successfully passed the 
examination before the Civil Service 
Board. He has been tendered a position 
in the consular service and has accepted. 
He is a graduate of the high school and 
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was employed in a minor position in the 
paper mill office. 

A young man was arrested the past week 
on the charge of 


misappropriating funds 


which had been collected for the benefit of 
a fellow-workman who had been injured. 
The prisoner proved his innocence and 


was released. On the other hand he was 
engaged in a worthy purpose and honest- 
ly administered his duty. 


The Hagar Straw Board Company, of 
Cedarville, purchased considerable 
quantities of straw in the neighborhood of 
London, Ohio, recently. Over thirty car- 
loads were shipped in two weeks, while 
the agent is still looking for the product. 

Many of the straw plants in this vicinity 
have their men out searching for material, 
as this is the season. In no section of the 
country can better straw be obtained. The 
Miami Valley was especially favored with 
the finest crops. However, there is fre- 
quently a scarcity of first-class product. 

The straw paper trade, hereabouts, is 
quiet, with a prospective upward tendency. 

A peculiar explosion shok the Hoover, 
Owens & Rentschler shops the other day. 
Death was averted by the greatest miracle. 
Several workmen were engaged in casting 
an engine bed, and in handling the ladle it 
was found necessary for one of the work- 
men, Albert Shaeffer, to stand upon some 
object. He secured an old gasoline barrel 
which apparently was filled with a gaseous 
vapor. Climbing upon the head of the 
barrel Shaeffer seized the end of the ladle 
and, with the assistance of two workmen, 
William Snyder and Peter Miller, swung 
it into place and poured the molten iron 
into the casting. Instantly’ there. was a 
terrific explosion that shook the building. 
The workmen were stunned. Shaeffer, who 
stood on the top of the barrel, disappeared 
within, and one half of the head, which 
was of oak and over an inch in thickness, 
grazed his face, while the other piece 
struck the brim of his hat. The head was 
hurled with such violence that had either 
piece hit Shaeffer he would have been 
killed. Several hundred people were at- 
tracted to the scene. 

As previously mentioned the Snider pa- 
per mills were again offered for sale the 
other afternoon. Only a few people were 
present and none bid on the property. 

Attorneys Morey, Andrews & Morey 
received a conditional offer of $10,000 on 
a portion of the property, however. This 
is thought to include the pulp mills, but 
this is no definite sale. 

Notice of appeal has been given by the 
plaintiffs in the suits of the Beckett Paper 
Company and the Niles Tool Works 
against the Hamilton and Rossville Hy- 
draulic Company. 

The latter filed its answer in the case of 
T. M. Boyd, trustee, v. the Louis Snider’s: 
Sons Company, setting up water power 
lease claims of $300, $450, $400, $2,000 and 
$600, which the court is requested to de- 
clare the first and best lien on the first and 
third tracts of the Snider mill property. 

Defendant denies the right of the trustee 
to sell these tracts, otherwise than subject 
to these liens. 

Priority of the liens of the Second Na- 
tional Bank, the Market National Bank, 
the First National Bank, the Asa Shuler 
estate and W. A. Goodman, trustee, is de- 
nied, also, in replies filed. 

Secretary-Treasurer Arthur S. Reiger, 
of the Mead Paper Company, has been en- 
joying a two weeks’ respite at Indian Lake, 
following the quiet life of an Izaak Walton 
in his piscatorial wanderings. 

One of the book machines of the G. H. 
Friend and Tablet Paper Company has 
been silent for some time. All other de- 
partments are under operation. Those in 
charge cannot report much improvement 
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in trade at this time, whereas the immedi- 
ate outlook is anything but encouraging. 

Mary Bish, twenty-two years of age, 
and an employee of Shuler & Benning- 
hofen’s, at Llamilten, swallowed a quan- 
tity of strychnine supposing it to 
headache powder. Death followed in a 
short time. The unfortunate girl was much 
respected by her associates and resided at 
814 Vine street. 

Dayton may extend an effort to secure 
the plant of the Weston Paper Company 
now at Greenfield, Ind. However, it 1s be- 
lieved the company prefers to select an 
Ohio River town, and that Cincinnati is 
considered the most desirable site. 

This inference is drawn from the state- 
ment of a prominent person. 

The Weston Company, it seems, has 
been desirous of leaving Greenfield, owing 
to the injunction granted a couple of farm- 
ers, which enjoined the company from 
running its refuse water into Brandywine 
Creek. The judge also awarded $500 dam- 
ages, and the mill is closed, as a conse- 
quence, with little probability of its re- 
opening in the near future. 

This company is largely composed of 
Daytonians, who were urged to locate at 
Greenfield because of cheap fuel and sup- 
plies, natural gas and straw being abun- 
dant in that part of the State. 

It is stated that the Weston Company is 
seriously contemplating the removal of 
the plant, owing to the injunction men- 
tioned some time ago in this paper. 

The claim is made that the injunction 
may operate against the interests of the 
Indiana gas belts, as other mills are si:mn- 
ilarly interested. It is not known whether 
this condition really exists. 

Cincinnati may secure the plant by 
proper effort, though Hamilton, Middle- 
town or Dayton could furnish sufficient 
power. It is feared Dayton will not offer 
an inducement equal to that of Cincinnati 
or other cities. M. V.

PHILADELPHIA, August 17, 1898. 

The proverbial 20th of August, when the 
paper trade begins its ascent after the mid- 
summer depression, is at hand. With it 
come many signs that the late summer and 
fall trade will be very good. 

A tour of the leading jobbers in all lines 
of papers discovered none who spoke pes- 
simistically of the future. Almost all made 
the assertion that from some unknown 
cause there was no advance buying and 
that business circles generally failed to 
give evidence of their faith in the future by 
present buying. But none the less, all 
agreed that all the signs pointed to a vastly 
improved condition of affairs, and all were 
confident that the fall business would 
greatly exceed that of last year, just as the 
early summer business of the present year 
surpassed that of 1897. 

In anticipation of a lively demand for 
goods, the mills are all busy. Nixon’s Flat 
Rock Mill, which has been closed for some 
time for repairs, opened on Monday last, 
running full time. The Marley and Beaver 
Dam Mills, of C. S. Garrett & Son, have 
returned to a full-time schedule on hang- 
ing paper, the indications being that the 
wall-paper market will be a rising one in a 
very short time. All the Jessup & Moore 
mills are running full time, and out at

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up carload after carload of old newspaper 
into paper box board. The mountain of old 
newspaper, war extra editions of a New 
York yellow journal, which Mr. Balfour 
recently secured, amounting to sixteen car- 
loads, has disappeared, and now Mr. Sim- 
mons is busily shipping more old newspa- 
per to the mills. 

The mills have had little opportunity to 
work on stock. Orders have come in to be 
immediately filled, and so numerously that 
the mills have had to run full time. 

The Buck Run Mill is nearing comple- 
tion and by October 1 it is expected to be- 
gin the manufacture of paper there. The 
walls will be roofed over on Monday next. 
Moore & White, who are building the ma- 
chinery, are almost ready to install it. 

The houses which suffered by the flood 
of two weeks ago have been enabled to ap- 
proximate their losses. Ramsey & Son had 
about 6 inches of water in their cellar, 
which did about $200 worth of damages; 
Philip Rudolph & Son, the heaviest suffer- 
ers, had at least 18 inches of water and 
jost approximately $1,000; A. G. Elliot & 
Co. escaped with a loss of $300 and C. S. 
Garrett & Son and C. M. Stoever & Co. 
all lost about equal amounts.

Since writing last week the war with 
Spain: has ended and sentiment has very 
much changed, so much so that business 
itself has shown some little improvement 
in many lines of trade. 

To some extent some branches of the 
paper industry have felt the influences of 
the changed conditions incident to the ter- 
mination of hostilities. 

Although still in the midst of the sum- 
mer season there are indications of befter 
business to come. Jobbers and manufac- 
turers are beginning to report improve- 
ment, both in the immediate call for paper 
and in inquiries for prices, etc. 

Speaking of business for the present 
month, the representative of one of Bos- 
ton’s leading jobbing houses stated that 
he never saw such good trade during Au- 
gust as has developed within the past 
week. He said also that he thought the 
beginning of prosperous times was just 
to hand, buying was more liberal and in- 
quiry more numerous. Orders from the 
South and West, he said, were very en- 
couraging, but the call from local terri- 
tory had not as yet developed as it should 
and would later. 

The representative of another jobbing 
house was seen, and he is so much en- 
thused over the prospects that he said: 

“We are now on the eve of ten years of 
prosperity, and the paper business is go- 
ing to experience a big improvement in 
demand.” 

During the day I met one of the leading 
printers of the city, and he told of the | 
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many inquiries he had received within the 
past week for estimates on various pro- 
spective jobs, some of which he thought 
he would get and some of which would go 
elsewhere at a less price. Still, that of it- 
self shows that conditions are so shaping 
themselves that the services of the printer 
are being sought and that paper will be 
needed, no matter who gets the job. 

Strawboard for box-making is also said 
to be in better demand, and they do sz. 
that higher prices are being talked of. 

Manilla papers, from the manufacturers’ 
standpoint, are moving very well, some 
mills being crowded with orders. 

Some improved inquiry for book papers 
is also reported by manufacturers of that 
line. 

A representative of a coated paper mill 
was talked with to-day, and he told of big 
business and how an order for 290 reams, 
taken two weeks ago, was canceled be- 
cause of delay in filling the order. “We 
can't begin to get our orders out on time,” 
said he, “and we are preparing to start two 
tours September I, so that we can run 
night and day.” 

It seems that the past week, judging 
from interviews had with several paper 
manufacturers, has developed a scarcity of 
water in some parts of New England. Rain 
has been very copious and frequent around 
Boston, but in New Hampshire, Vermont 
and Maine very little water has fallen of 
late, and the streams are getting low. Some 
mills are now beginning to experience 
trouble because of low water. 


The Hollingsworth & Whitney Company 
is preparing to remove its Boston business 
quarters. Since 1875 this company has 
been located on Federal street, for some 
years past occupying its present store, No. 
44 Federal street, and previously the next 
door building. The proposed change in lo- 
cation will carry the business out of the 
old-time paper trade centre into territory 
heretofore unentered by a paper house— 
right next to the Chamber of Commerce 
Building, on India street. The new build- 
ing in which the company expects 
to be settled by September 1 is known as 
the “Dean Building,” named after Charles 
A. Dean, vice-president and selling agent 
of the company, who owns the big build- 
ing, it having recently been constructed. 
It is a six-story structure with spacious 
basement, 113 feet by 177 feet in area, and 
is built of cream-cOlored, glazed _brigk 
with stone trimmings. 

The company will occupy the second 
floor of the store directly opposite the rear 
of the Chamber of Commerce Building 
for office quarters and sample rooms. 
Very little stock will be carried there, but 
in the company’s warehouse at Charleston, 
over the bridge, as formerly. It is the pur- 
pose of the company hereafter to carry 
or handle no lines of paper other than the 
products of its own mills, and that of it- 
self is no small item. The company man- 
ufactures at its own mills over 90 tons of 
manilla paper, in rolls and sheets, per day, 
besides having a paper bag factory with a 
daily output of 2,000,000 bags. Speaking 
of business, Mr. Dean said that orders 
had come to hand quite liberally during 
the past week, and that the outlook was 
so favorable that it would not be long be- 
fore buyers would be crying for paper. 
Think of it, buyers crying for paper!

The paper mill of the L. L. Brown Pa- 
per Company, Adams, Mass., resumed op- 
erations August 8 after a shutdown of two 
weeks. 

A new sulphite mill will soon be erected 
by the Hollingsworth & Whitney Com- 
pany, in Winslow, Me.. Though a consid- 
erable part of the present plant of the com- 
pany in Winslow is devoted to the manu- 
facture of pulp it is made by the mechani- 
cal or grinding process. The plan of 
building a new mill at Winslow has been 
considered for some time by the company, 
though the decision to do so was made 
only a few days ago. Work on the mill 
will commence as soon as it. is possible 
to do so. The plans for the building have 
not been made, but it has been hinted that 
something of an idea as to its size may be 
gained by the number of brick that would 
be used, which show that the proposed 
structure will compare favorably with the 
present mill in size, or at least with the 
average pulp mills of Maine. If this mill 
is built it is expected that the city will put 
a wire bridge across the Kennebec just 
above the present plant. On account of 
low water a part of the paper mills have 
been shut down. The company is making 
extensive repairs to the plant, adding a 
story to the machine room and making 
other improvements. 

S. D. Warren & Co. are putting into their 
mills at Westbrooke, Me., new machinery 
for cutting paper of any thickness into va- 
rious widths. The first machine has been 
placed in room No. 10 and takes the place 
of a machine which has been in constant 
use for thirty-five years.

Work is* being pushed on the new pulp 
mill of the International Paper Company, 
Ausable Chasm, N. Y., by the contractors. 
About 100 men are employed. The mill 
is to be located on the west side of the 
river, almost directly opposite the entrance 
to the chasm. 

The iron workers employed in the erec- 
tion of the new mill of the Howland Pa- 
per Company, Sandy Hill, N. Y., have 
completed their labors and left for their 
homes. 

The James P. Lewis Company, Beaver 
Falls, N. Y., is getting the material to- 
gether for the rebuilding of its mill, which 
was recently destroyed by fire. The in- 
surance has not been adjusted yet, there- 
fore none of the machinery has been re- 
moved from the ruins, and its condition 
cannot be judged. The new mill complete 
will cost ahout $70,000, and pulp, paper 
and torchon mat board will be manufac- 
tured, the same as in the old niill. The 
main structure will be 360 by 30 feet, with 
two additions, one of which will be 35 by 
100 feet, and the other 42 by 60 feet. An 
effort will be made to make the plant as 
nearly fireproof as possible.

The Purcell Envelope Company Loses 
Its Suit. 


The suit by the Purcell Envelope Com- 
pany against the Postmaster-General was 
argued last week. On Friday Judge Cole, 
before whom the hearing was had, rendered 
a decision denying the Purcell contention. 

In his decision Judge Cole recited the 
facts in connection with the suit, and con- 
tinued: “The defendant refuses to recog- 
mize the alleged contract and has adver- 
tised for other proposals, and intends to 
make another contract. The defendant re- 
sists the granting of the injunction upon 
the grounds that the complainant has no 
contract, and, second, that if it had, a 
‘court of equity has no jurisdiction to 
grant an injunction, there being, as he con- 
tends, an adequate remedy at law.” 

As to the first ground, the court held 
that it was immaterial that the Postmas- 
ter-General did not sign the contract. On 
its return to the department signed by the 
complainant it became as binding upon 
the Government as if it had been signed 
by the Postmaster-General. Neither could 
avoid nor annul it without the consent of 
the other. The fact that the Postmaster- 
General claimed that it was discovered that 
the complainant was not a suitable or 
proper person or body politic to be in- 
trusted with the carrying out of the con- 
tract did not have any weight, as there 
was nothing in the contract authorizing its 
annulment on such grounds. 

In conclusion the judge said that while 
the acts of the Postmaster-General com- 
plained of were a violation of the contract 
rights of the complainant, they were with- 
in the power and discretion of the officers, 

“A case may easily be imagined,” he 
said, “where it would be more to the in- 
terests of the Government to violate a 
contract and respond in such damages as 
might be occasioned thereby than to per- 
form it. Whether this is the proper policy 
of the Government in this case is a ques- 
tion for the determination of the Postmas- 
ter-General, and the court has no jurisdic- 


tion to control his action by injunction 
unless it appeared that such action would 
inflict such damages upon complainan: 
that it could not be compensated in money, 
and that does not appear in this case.”

PAPER-MAKERS’ QUIZ * XXIII.

Question.—I am making a good quality 
envelope paper. Is there any way by 

hich the weight of this paper can be in- 

reasedysand the strength maintained by 
slight increase? 

Answer.—-lThis problem is apparently a 

ry knotty customer, but it has been very 
satisfactorily solved to my certain knowl- 
edge by at least one paper maker. I don’t 
think I will be abusing anybody’s confi- 
dence by giving away what I know about 
the matter. Briefly stated, he reduces the 
cost by loading the paper with clay to 
gain weight. It certainly is a good invest- 
ment to buy china clay at $18 per ton and 
sel! it at $120! 

If a man can do this he ought to be able 
to make money, but in loading certain 
grades of paper with clay and at the same 
time maintaining the strength and appear- 
ance several nice problems are involved. 
The strength must be kept up by using 
either linen stock or sulphite fibre; a 
choice can be made according to circum- 
stances. 

Next comes the mixture of the clay so 
that it gets into the paper instead of intc 
the water, and this is a problem which 
each mill man must solve for himself, for 
the conditions are different in all mills. 
The nearer the clay can be applied to the 
machine, the better and more evenly the 
particles of clay are disintegrated, the bet- 
ter it is for the manufactured product. 

A week or two since I told how to 
handle clay for making coated paper. The 
same remarks apply in this case; the clay 
cannot be mixed, ground, and agitated too 
much. The more it is stirred the better 
and more thoroughly will be its incorpo- 
ration with the sheet of paper. Indeed, I 
believe that the best way of loading paper 
is to thoroughly mix the clay with water

ponies 


by means of special agitators and then ad- 
mit it to the stuff upon the machine. The 
mixing should be done in the screen box, 
or close to it. If this is to be done it will 
not do to simply run the clay in from one 
pipe and the pulp from another. They 
must be thoroughly beaten together, and 
passing through a fan pump is a pretty 
good way to do it. 

It has been found that certain colors can 
be applied to paper at the calenders bet- 
ter than in any other way. I should not 
be surprised to see some enterprising chap 
loading paper with clay in the same man- 
ner. Indeed, with a set of calender rolls 
laid down horizontally I believe that the 
coating can be put upon the paper at a 
discount. I believe also that double coat- 
ing can be solved in this manner. I give 
the point for those interested, and they 
can work it out at their leisure. Not only 
can colors and coating be applied in this 
manner, but they can be combined and the 
whole operation done at once. 

There is also a possibility of making 
marbled and mottled paper far different in 
appearance from anything on the market. 
A chromatic paper can also be made if de- 
sired, and some wonderful designs, which 
would evidently be appreciated by some of 
the yellow journals of the day, could be 
worked out upon the paper calender rolls. 

Question—What special machinery is 
required for making paper used by the 
United States Government for bank notes? 

Answer.—Hardly any special machinery 
is used. Indeed, the entire mill, although 
well built and well kept, is one of the 
most ordinary paper mills to be found in 
the country.. There is absolutely nothing 
novel, the dusters are well-known standard 
types—the wing and fan duster being prin- 
cipally used. Bleaching, of course, is not 
necessary where white rags only are used. 
The beating engines are of the standard 
Hollander type, and the stuff chests are 
similar to those found in any fine mill. 
The machine upon which banknote paper 
is run would not receive a second glance 
from the passerby. It is a small, plain, 
ordinary machine, with no particular 
points of interest. 

There are one or two operations, how- 
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ever, which make the paper distinctive: | 
one of these is the placing of silk threads, 
which is necessarily done by hand. This 
delicate operation is done by a young 


man or boy, who, in the city, would be 
classed as a He sits 
there day in and day out and sprinkles the 
silk threads seemingly carelessly over the 
paper, where they fall into position with 
established regularity. In fact, 
else, who has yet tried, has ever been able 
placing the silk 
threads, and even the boy who does it can- 
not tell how it is done or why he does it 
better than anybody else can. 

Question.—Can you tell me of 
good way of preventing the loss of bleach 
powder usual in some mills? In our mill 
it is customary to knock in the head of 
the hogshead, then tip it down upon a 
block, so that the contents can be shov- 
eled out. A good deal of dirt gets into 
the hogshead, and I think a good deal of 
the bleach is lost in the atmosphere, as the 
surface seems to airslack betore it can be 
used, 

Answer.—The considerable loss of chlo- 
rine takes place indirectly from the bleach- 
ing powder, and in the course of a year 
a number of dollars’ worth would be lost. 
A very good way is to roll the hogshead 
to the desired position, then with a hand 
saw cut three or four staves 6 inches 
either side of the centre, making a hole 
about 12 inches square. The hole thus 
made can be nearly on top. The shovel 
can be put through the hole and the 
bleach removed. Then, as the contents of 
the cask is used, it can be rolled toward 
the operator, bringing the hole nearer and 
nearer the floor, until the hogshead is en- 
tirely empty. A piece of felt jacket should 
be nailed to the top edge of the hole thus 
made, and when bleach is not to be re- 
moved the hole in the hogshead should be 
closely covered by the felt. This prevents 
the free access of air. It also keeps out 
the dirt and the surface of the bleach re- 
tains its full strength until every particle 
in the hogshead is used.

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PAPER MACHINE. 

A patent has been issued for an inven- 
tion which relates to that paper 
machines in which the wet paper pulp de- 
posited on a felt apron is wound around a 
cylinder in successive layers and the water 
expressed therefrom; and it has for its ob- 
ject to improve the construction and oper- 
ation of such a machine, whereby the mois- 
ture is expressed from the pulp in a more 
thorough manner and a uniform layer of

invention consists in certain improved 
means of supporting and operating the ex- 
pressing rollers and other details of con- 
struction hereinafter specifically described.

subjecting the felt to too severe a pressure 
+ one time. The rollers 20 and 21 are 
mounted in the outer free ends of arms 22, 





pivoted on suitable journals 23 on the 
frame, said arms being pressed upward by 
hydraulic devices embodying rams or rods 
24, having pistons 25 thereon operating in 
cylinders 25*, arranged on the base of the 
machine and supplied with water from a 
pump 26 or otherwise. The pump in the 
present instance is arranged on the base of 
the frame 12, and the plunger 27 thereof is 
actuated from a wrist pin 28, adjustable on 
the shaft of the roller 11., Suitable check- 
valves 29 are arranged in the supply pipe 
30 to the pump and check valves 31 be- 
tween the pump and hydraulic cylinder. 
The cylinders 25* of each of the rollers are 
connected by pipe 32, in which are located 
adjustable relief or safety valves 33, so that 
the pressure at each end of the rolls is 
equalized and may be regulated for each 
roll separately as desired. 

From the above the operation of the ma- 
chine will be understood, the pulp received 
by the felt being wound on the receiving- 
roller 11 until a sufficient amount has accu- 





mulated, when the band is cut by the knife 
35 and removed at the rear of the machine. 
The arrangement of the rollers insures the 
removal of the pulp in a comparatively dry 
state, as when the layer is cut the pressure 
between rollers 11 and 20 will cause part of 
the moisture to be squeezed out and that 
between rollers 11 and 21 nearly all the re- 
mainder without subjecting the pulp again 
to the action of a wet apron or to fresh wet 
pulp. 

Of course more than two rollers céuld be 
employed around the roller 11, but two, as 
shown, are sufficient. 

The employment of the pump on the base 
of the machine actuated from the pulp-re- 
ceiving roller brings all the operating parts 
into one structure, and the adjustable relief- 
valves equalize and control the pressure as 
desired and further enable the pressure ex- 
erted by each pressing roller to be regu- 
lated independently by the adjustment of 
the relief valves 33.

The English Chemical Trade. 





(Concluded.) 


For some years there has been an active 
rivalry in the production of chemicals 
from salt by two methods—the Leblanc 
process and the ammonia-soda process. 
The first stage of the Leblanc process is 
the decomposition of common salt by the 
agency of sulphuric acid. In this process 
there is great waste, and until recently it 
was very objectionable on _ sanitary 
grounds. About forty years ago the by- 
product hydrochloric acid was utilized for 
the manufacture of bleaching powder, the 
processes for which have been greatly im- 
proved upon within the past twenty years. 
Some years afterward the ammonia-soda 
process was established on a commercial 
footing in this and other countries. The 
new process was made financially success- 
ful by the establishment of works in Brus- 
sels, and by Messrs. Brunner, Mond & Co.., 
at Northwich, Cheshire—33 miles from 
Liverpool. As carried on by Messrs. Brun- 
ner, Mond & Co., the ammonia-soda proc- 
ess has long yielded the principal article 
required, at a saving of cost so considerable 
as compared with the Leblanc process that 
if the manufacturing exponents of the lat- 
ter had been confined to the production of 
soda they would before now have been 
driven from the field. It is the utilization 
of their by-product, hydrochloric acid, for 


the manufacture of chlorine products—in- 
cluding not only bleaching powder, but 
chlorate of potash (used for 
matches and percussion caps) and chlorate 
of soda—which has been their mainstay, to 


such an extent that it is, commercially, 
quite true to say that in the Leblanc soda 
industry at the present time soda is a by- | 


product of the manufacture of chlorine 
products. The utilization of other by-prod- 
ucts has been of great service to the Le- 
blanc manufacturer in his fight with the 
ammonia-soda process. Every constituent 
of every substance employed at every stage 
is, if not altogether, yet to a very large ex- 
tent, used in a way to have a market value. 
Yet, not a few of the houses engaged in the 
Leblanc process found their profits reduced 
so much that they dropped out of business. 

About the end of 1890, there was a com- 
bination of practically all the alkali manu- 
facturers in this country, with the excep- 
tion of Brunner, Mond & Co. This syn- 
dicate is known as the United Alkali Com- 
pany, Limited, and its headquarters are at 
Liverpool. It has a capital of nearly $39,- 
000,000. Its principal works are at St. 
Helens and Widnes, within this consular 
district, but it also has works at Newcastle, 
Bristol and Glasgow. It employs 6,000 
persons at the St. Helens and. Widnes 
works, and 3,500 on the Clyde and Tyne. 
The United Alkali Company until a short 
time ago produced nearly all its chemicals 
by the Leblanc process. In order to meet 
the competition of the ammonia-soda proc- 
ess the United Alkali Company has been 
obliged to cut down wages, and reductions 
have been made in the wasteful escape of 
gases. Yet, in spite of the savings and im- 
provements, there seems to be no doubt 
that the production of soda by the Leblanc 
process must continue to steadily decline. 
The amount of salt decomposed in Eng- 
land by the Leblanc process declined from 
434,208 tons in 1894 to 360,929 tons in 1806, 
while the amount decomposed by the am- 
monia-soda process rose from 361,603 tons 
in 1894 to 431,577 tons in 1896. A short 
time ago the United Alkali Company es- 
tablished a plant for carrying on the am- 
monia-soda process at Widnes and Fleet- 
wood (Lancashire), and its output of 
ammonia-soda is now between 60,000 and 
70,000 tons. 

It has been the hope of the English 
chemical manufacturers to so reduce the 
cost jof production by improvements as to 
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enable them to compete with American 
concerns. In order to have a share in the 
American home trade the United Alkali 
Company is now erecting works at Bay 


City, Mich., and will operate under the 
name of the North American Chemical 
Company. 


Perhaps the question of greatest interest 


in connection with this industry is the pos- 


sibility of producing bleaching powder and 
other chlorine products cheaper than they 
can now be produced by the Leblanc 
process. 

It is at this point that the revolution in 
the chemical trade, spoken of at the com- 
mencement of this report, is making itself 
manifest, 

In 1896 an address was delivered by Dr. 
Ludwig Mond, president of the chemical 
section of the British association, in which 
he gave a description of a new method, 
which, though elaborate, enabled the am- 
monia-soda process to compete not only 
in the production of carbonate of soda, but 
also in that of bleaching powder, with the 
Leblane process. Dr. Mond went on to 


say that he had hesitated to extend the | 


new method in connection with the am- 
monia-soda process as rapidly as he would 
otherwise have done, because of the possi- 
bilities involved in the processes lately de- 
veloped for the production of chlorine by 
electrolysis. 

The electrolytical method for the manu- 
facture of chloride of potash, bleaching 
powder and caustic soda for the decomposi- 
tion of salt, instead of the employment of 
bi-sulphuric acid, has been in use for some 
time in Germany, and also to a small extent 
in the United States. It is claimed that, 
by the application of electricity, the chemi- 
cals can be produced more cheaply than by 
the old method. The electrolytical meth- 
ods do certainly produce more direct re- 
sults, but local experts say that it is yet 
too soon to definitely decide whether they 
are more economical than the old method, 
as there are so many considerations which 
time alone can solve, such as the wear and 
tear of machinery and the cost of replace- 
ment, which are expected to be serious 
items of expenditure. Where electricity 
can be produced by water power, as in 
Norway and at Niagara and other places in 
the United States, the new process will 
have a better chance of success than in 
England, where it must be produced at 
great cost in the consumption of coal. The 














various electrolytical processes in use in 
this neighborhood are : 

(1) Richardson & Holland’s patents, 
which are being worked at Parr (St. 
Helens), but apparently so far are not 
proving a commercial success, although 


over $486,000 have been employed in per- 
fecting them. 


(2) Castner-Kellner’s patents, worked 
at Weston Point (Runcorn). The com- 
pany holds out the promise of being able 
to make a return of 8 per cent. per annum 
to their shareholders next year. For the 


last year they were paid nothing. 

(3) Hargreaves & Bird’s patents, works 
for which are being erected at Middlewich 
in Cheshire. 

(4) The Rhondin process, for which a 
prospectus was issued inviting the sub- 
scription of capital. This was not allowed 
to go further, as the Castner-Kellner Com- 
pany obtained an injunction restraining the 
Rhondin Company on the ground that their 
process was an infringement of the Cast- 
ner-Kellner patents. 

Speaking generally, there has been a 
steady decline in prices at Liverpool, dat- 
ing from 1893. The following figures show 
the downward movement: 

Sulphate of Ammonia.—In 1893, $68.13 
per ton; in 1897, $40.14. 

Caustic Soda.—In 1893, $46.22 per ton; 
in 1897, $35.88. 

Soda Ash (Leblanc.—In 1893, $22.50 per 
ton; in 1897, $21.89. 

Chlorate of Potash.—In 1893, 16 cents 
per pound; in 1897, 7.6 cents. 

Bleaching Powder.—In 1893, $41.36 per 
ton; in 1897, $30.40. 

Muriate of Ammonia.—In 1893, $4.86 per 
cwt.; in 1897, $4.25. 

Carbonate of Soda.—Prices have slightly 
fluctuated; in 1893 the price was $19.46 per 
ton; in 1897, $20.67. 

Sal Ammoniac.—The price has been very 
steady from 1893 to 1897, it being about 
$8.51 per cwt. for first quality and $8.02 for 
second quality.

Mr. Johnston assumes in a letter dated April 22, 1898, published on page 17 of your 
issue Of May 12th, that in a letter previously published by me I have attempted to discredit 
his statement relative the Challenge grinder, which assumption is not true, but on the 
contrary I distinctly disclaimed questioning the truth of the statement and only complained 
that it was not shown that between the time when Bort & Johnston owned the Chateaugay 
Pulp Mill and I operated it, and the time Mr. Johnston names, the working head of water 
on the water wheel had been increased some nine feet, thus increasing the power 33 per 


cent., and when this fact is not stated the whole article is misleading. 


In Mr. Johnston's letter of April 22d he admits the increase of the power of the 


Wheel, by additions to the dam and the draft tube. 


Mr. Johnston seems to wish to convey the impression that he is in a position to disprove 
my statement concerning the shipments of pulp by Bort & Johnston when paying me for 
the mill machinery, which statement made by me was obtained from the freight bills and 


‘nvoices as made by Bort & Johnston, which can be seen at any time. 


While I know nothing about the daily mill reports of the Chateaugay Mill at the times 
tetcrred to by Mr. Johnston, yet I can quote his lately published statement in which he says 
the average daily production of two New England Grinders was “about 8 to 10 tons dry 
ulp in twenty-four hours” and “with two Challenge grinders we are producing about 13 
‘o 14 tons per day,” and compare these figures with his last published statement dated April 
“2, 1898, wherein he says that in April, 1896, the two New England Grinders made 825,300 
po.nds of pulp, which was 31,742 POUNDS OR 15 TONS, 1,742 POUNDS DAILY,

In November, 1896, the lithographic em- 
ployees of New York celebrated the dis- 
covery of lithography with an exhibition 
of about 7oo lithographs at the Lexington 
Avenue Opera House, New York.

Miller, re- 
spectively chairman and secretary of the 
art committee, to recover the value of the 
lithographs. The case was set down for 
trial in the Supreme Court, August 9, but 
as the defendants did not appear judgment 
was rendered by default for the amount 
claimed.

HOLYOKE, Mass., August 18, 1898. 

Business is moving along in the same 
i. “humdrum” style as it was last week. The 
i hot weather seems to have a depressing 
tendency upon the paper business and one 
I who follows it closely says that he has no- 
ticed that during the hotter periods busi- 
ness is the poorest. The purchaser stays 
at home during the hot waves or hies him- 
self to the cooler regions and only comes 
out in numbers when the weather is more 
inviting and not so wearing upon the 
nerves. Both the business andthe weather 
have been bad this week and the manufac- 
turers have not known what to expect 
from either. Business on the whole has 
been no worse than last week, although 
rags have been fully as quiet this week as 
any week during the season, but the rag 
men are congratulating themselves that the 
time is coming when the manufacturers 
must come around and “see” them if they 
want to continue in business. The rag men 
have no desire to control the markets, 
however, and no serious raise in prices is 
anticipated. Business this week has been 
such as to warrant some of the paper man- 
ufacturers in taking a vacation and a much 
needed rest, and I fear were it not for the 
annual depression in business, which 
strikes Holyoke every July or August, 
there are some manufacturers who would 
not leave their desks during the entire 
year. 

The fine writing mills have been running 
along Gn a fair amount of orders, nothing 
heavy, and some of the ledger mills-have 
been able to keep their machinery moving. 
Book papers have been quiet and envelope 
men are waiting to turn over their plants 
to the United States Envelope Company. 
The cheaper grades of paper have sold 
fairly well this week, but the preparations 
of the jobbers for the fall trade have kept 
the fine writing markets up to where they 
belong. Some of the fall lines promise to 
be “stunners.” 

There is not a paper manufacturer in the 
city but who is looking for a good fall 
trade, as already predicted in Tue PAPER 
Trave JourNAL. The mills are preparing 
to receive the business when it comes, but 
will not begin manufacture in anticipation, 
having been caught that way too many 
times before. I have conversed with many 
of the manufacturers this week and it seems 
to be the general opinion that business will 
be better this fall than it has been for some 
yeats, provided, however, that the war with 
Spain does not break out afresh, in which 


case business is expected to go to the 
“poodles.” 
James H. Newton, president of the 


Home Bank and the Wauregan and Nor- 
man paper companies, has expressed him- 
self in decided terms that in his opinion 
business would improve as soon as the 
war was ended. Mr. Newton has the name 
of being a shrewd business man with a 
long foresight, which has generally proven 
correct. We will all hope that he has sa- 
gacious judgment in this matter. 
Ex-Congressman William Whiting, of 
the Whiting Paper Company, has been in- 
terviewed and says that he is looking for a 
marked improvement in the paper trade. 
The end of the war has greatly restored 
confidence, and since there is plenty of 
money there would seem to be nothing to 
; bar the onward march of the long-looked 
} for tidal wave of prosperity. Mr. Whiting 
says that trade is not bad with him. It has 
7 improved for the last three years, and the 
war has not hurt his trade—that is, it has 
BS not detracted from it, neither has it added

J. S. McElwain, of the Linden Paper 
Company, hopes that business will be bet- 
ter this fall, éspecially in the fine writings. 
The conditions, he thinks, are somewhat 
improved now and a careful student can 
see the signs of a prosperous future. 

The United States Envelope Company 
is not objecting to an improvement in the 
paper business, for this will mean a good 
business with it when it starts in. Treas- 
urer Day thinks there will be no trouble in 
getting business, and George N. Tyner, 
who is to manage the Holyoke plant, is 
expecting a revival in trade. 

I do not believe that the envelope busi- 
ness has been as bad as manufacturers have 
endeavored to tell the public. It has not 
been on the boom by any means, but there 
has been no such dullness as the manufac- 
turers would have one believe, to my mind. 

The Purcell Envelope Company has lost 
the contract for making Government 
stamped envelopes for the next four years, 
according to the recent decision of the 
courts, but the company intends to collect 
damages if possible for the setting aside of 
the contract by Postmaster-General Smith. 
L. J. Powers told your correspondent that 
he believed the Government would be com- 
pelled to settle in a good round sum for 
the damages. He said that the company did 
not intend to let the matter go by de- 
fault, but will push it to the end. In the 
meantime the Connecticut River Paper 
Company will put in a bid for making the 
envelopes, when the new bids are opened. 
A number of well-versed envelope men say 
that there is no reason for changing the 
present contractors, and I infer that it is 
their opinion that the contract will not be 
taken from the Morgan-Plimpton syndi- 
cate. 

The managers of the combination will 
give out nothing for publication, but I am 
told that the plants will not be turned over 
to the company before the fore part of Sep- 
tember. An officer of the company told 
your correspondent that he did not know 
when the plants would be taken up by the 
Unted States Envelope Company, a fact 
which goes to show that there is nothing 
very definite arranged as yet about the 
transfer of the property. 

The paper makers and kindred companies 
of this city help to bear a goodly portion 
of the expenses of the city, as a list of the 
heaviest taxpayers of Holyoke will show. 
The mill owners with little exception pay 
the taxes imposed upon them by the board 
of assessors with no grumbling, and while 
they may talk about high valuations and 
heavy taxes, they are, nevertheless, pleased 
to have it known that their plant is valued 
at a respectable figure, and some of the 
mills of the city have quite imposing valua- 
tions. The board of assessors have this 
week completed the work of fixing valua- 
tions, and in nearly every instance the 
plants of the Holyoke paper makers have 
been increased in value over that placed 
upon the mills last year. The tax rate is 
lower than the rate of last year, but the in- 
crease in valuation will make the mill 
owners “ante” just about as much in the 
way of taxes this year as last year. A list 
of the heaviest taxpayers among the manu- 
facturers is as follows:

It will be seen by the foregoing lists 
that were it not for the paper makers of the 
city the remaining manufacturers would be 
compelled to pay a very high tax rate. 
The companies have not as yet received 
their tax notices, and will continue to 
strive for business with which to meet the 
tax assessments. 

James H. Newton, of the Norman and 
Wauregan paper companies, has manifest- 
ed a lively interest in the return to this 
country of the army which has been so 
long encamped before Santiago. He is 
much concerned about the health of the 
Company D boys of this city, and before 
it was known how long they would be 
obliged to remain on Cuban soil Mr. New- 
ton wired the Adjutant General as follows: 
“The citizens of Holyoke earnestly request 


‘the return home of the Massachusetts Sec- 


ond Regiment at earliest day possible.” 
Mr. Newton did not let the matter rest 
there, but telegraphed to Congressman 
Lawrence of this district beseeching him to 
render all the aid in his power in having 
the soldier boys returned home. 

“Dandy” struck a fine writing “water- 
mark” the other day when he referred to 
the Holyoke addition to the Manhattan 
Bathing Club. It’s all right, but the Hol- 
yoke man says that he'll drop him off the 
bluffs of Mt. Tom if he comes around Hol- 
yoke. The Holyoke man has not heard the 
last of the grind at this writing. 

C. H. Hubbard, of the Wauregan Pa- 
per Company, is expected home next week 
from a short vacation. 

The Crocker Manufacturing Company is 
doing a good business in its cover line, 
and reports that trade in all departments 
is good. 

The addition to the Holyoke Envelope 
plant still continues to be talked of, and it 
is quite likely that the United States Com- 
pany will take some definite steps in this 
matter as soon as the plant is turned over. 
The Holyoke Envelope Company is doing 
a good business now, but if the expense 
of maintaining two plants in Springfield 
could be done away with by the addition 
to the local plants the new company will, 
in all probability, take the step. 

The Hurlbut Paper Company, of Lee, 
reports that business is good with it. 
As is the case with every other manufac- 
turer, they expect a good fall trade. 

The Mittineaque Paper Company, of 
Mittineaque, Mass., started up this week, 
atter being down for several days making 
needed repairs. 

The trade is pleased to see John E. 
Clarke, of the George R. Dickinson Paper 
Company, about once more after his seri- 
ous illnéss.

Obituary. 





ROWLAND HAzarp. 

Rowland Hazard, president of the Sol- 
vay Process Company, Syracuse, N. Y., 
died at the Glen Springs Sanitarium, Wat- 
kins, N. Y., August 16. He was born in 
Newport, R. I., August 16, 1829, and re- 
moved to Peace Dale in 1833. In 1845 he 
entered Haverford College, and in 1849 
graduated from Brown University. 

Mr. Hazard was for several years mod- 
erator of South Kingstown; was a repre- 
sentative to the Rhode Island Legislature 
in 1863; Senator in 1867-9; a trustee of 
Brown University from 1875 to 1889, and 
a fellow of the corporation since 1889. 
He was also a corporate member of the 
American Board of Commissions for For- 
eign Missions; trustee of the Butler Hos- 
pital for the Insane; president of the What 
Cheer Insurance Company since 1882; 
président of the Peace Dale Manufacturing 
Company since 1864, and president of the 
Washington County Agricultural Society 
since 1875. He was an independent candi- 
date for Governor of Rhode Island in 
1875, and although he received a plu- 
rality of the votes cast he failed of elec- 
tion in the Legislature. Mr. Hazard was 
the author of a series of addresses before 
the Washington County Agricultural So- 
ciety, which have attained wide circulation; 
of a paper on the Credit Mobilier, and of 
sundry other papers on economic subjects 
and the gold standard. He was a delegate 
to the Monetary Convention at Indianapo- 
lis in 1897. He also delivered the oration at 
the laying of the cornerstone of the Rhode 
Island State House in 1806. 

After much study of the subject of profit 
sharing and the question of the relations 
of capital and labor, and after personal in- 
spection of several co-operative establish- 
ments in England and elsewhere, he intro- 
duced the system of profit sharing in the 
Peace Dale mills. He was interested in 
the production of lead, and from 1875 until 
1897 owned mine La Motte in Missouri. 

His mind was naturally awake to all new 
forms of industry, and in 1881 ‘he took steps 
to introduce the manufacture of soda ash 
into this country. Previously the whole 
supply had been imported. He then or- 
ganized the Solvay Process Company, and 
became its president, and the first soda ash 
made by the ammonia process in America 
was by this company on January 1, 1884. 

On March 29, 1854, he married Margaret 
Ann Rood, daughter of the Rev. Anson 
Rood, Philadelphia, Pa. She died in 
August, 1895. Mr. Hazard is survived by 
two sons, Rowland G. Hazard, Peace Dale, 
R. L., and Frederick R/ Hazard, Syracuse, 
N. Y., and by three daughters. 





WALTER HAGar. 
President Walter Hagar, of the Cedar- 
ville Paper Mills, Cedarville, Ohio, died 
recently at his home in Xenia, Ohio, at 
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the age of seventy-five years. He Was th 


last of a family of eleven children. A Wile 
and four children survive him. 

Mr. Hagar was born at Newton Low 
Faiis, Mass., on March 4, 1823. He bega: 
work as a paper maker’s apprentice wher 
only fifteen years old and kept continuous- 
ly at the trade for sixty years, 

Very few paper makers in the Miam 
were better known. For a number of year 
he was the superintendent of the Frankfo: 
City paper mills, in Kentucky, having re 
moved thefe in 1857. Two years later he 
assumed charge of the mills at Lockland 
Ohio, and had resided in that State since 
that time. Six years later he removed to 
Dayton, and was identified with the trad 
there for three years as a Manager, aite; 
which he became a member of the firm .: 
King & Hagar, manufacturers of Paper at 
Clifton, Greene county. He superintended 
the business there for six years, when the 
firm dissolved. 

Subsequently Mr. Hagar removed to 
Enon, Ohio, and constructed the large 
mills at that place, about sixteen miles 
from Dayton. 

He went to Xenia in 1881 and practic- 
ally incorporated the Xenia Paper Com- 
pany. Extensive mills were built in Xenia 
and remained under his successful manage- 
ment for eleven years. He was afterward 
conspicuous as the promoter of the Hagar 
Straw Board and Paper Company and 
constructed the mills at Cedarville. This 
is a large plant and has been in success- 
ful operation since the Hagar Company 
was incorporated. 

Mr. Hagar was certainly a busy manu- 
facturer. He was accounted one of Xenia’s 
most public-spirited citizens. His career 
was notably useful. 

For the past several years his health had 
been failing, and his death was not unex- 
pected. He was recently stricken with 
paralysis and suffered intensely for three 
months. 

The funeral occurred in Xenia, though 
burial was made at Newton Lower Falls, 
Mass., where services were also held, and 
where the deceased was baptized, con- 
firmed and married in the St. Mary’s 
Episcopal Church, which his father was 
instrumental in building almost a century 
ago. 





Robert Beall died-in Providence Hospi- 
tal, Washington, D. C., August 10. 
Beall was known throughout the country 
as a bibliopolist and enjoyed wide popu- 
larity. He entered the book store o! 
Frank Taylor while a young man, and suc- 
ceeded him in the business. Taylor’s store 
was near the Capitol, and in its day the 
rendezvous of distinguished lovers of curi- 
ous and rare books, and under Mr. Beall’s 
proprietorship its pwpuiarity increased. 
His custom was principally confined to 
scholars, and among those who often spent 
a few hours in the store were many prom- 
inent Senators and Representatives. Mr. 
Beall came from the prominent Maryland 
family of that name. He recently retired. 
He is said to have made a fortune in the 
business. His age was sixty-five years. The 
cause of his death was consumption.
